This application is a divisional of copending United States Patent Application Serial No. 
10/615,727, filed July 9, 2003, which is a divisional of United States Patent Application 
Serial No. 09/693,272 (now United States Patent No. 6,610,091), which claims the 
benefit of United States Provisional Patent Application Serial No. 60/160,891, filed 
October 22, 1999, which are incorporated herein by reference. 
However, it does not appear that this application fits the definition of a divisional 
application.

In the instant case the product 
may be used as a finger joint replacement. ;

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given I 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: figure 2; figure 2A; figure 2B; figure 2C; figure 1 1 ; figure 20; figure 21 ; figure 
23; figure 24; figure 25; figure 29; figure 32; figure 33; figure 34; figure 36; figure 39; ; 
figure 41 and figure 42. The species are independent or distinct because each figure 
illustrate different embodiments for the facet joint. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is: 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

A telephone call was made to Ms. Regan on 4/17/2006 to inform Ms. Regan of 
the restriction requirement and due to complex restriction the restriction would be 
mailed to applicant's representative. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the i 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
